l\Ir. "Walkoni said the object of the 
1)ill WQS to enahlo the Government to 
borrow money iu order to carry on the 
public works in the event of Canada 
declining to pay over the moneys np- 
pliod for iutlie bill to alter the Terms 
of Union. 

Mr. llobsou was glad to hoar the 
Attorney General thus iacitly admit all 
the charges of the Opposition. He was 
sorry the admission had not come ear- 
lier. The hon. gentleman had said it 
•was possible, from tho agitation on the 
other side, that Mr. Mackenzie's Gov- 
ernment would not attempt to meddle 
ivilli the Terms, and it was certainly 
iuipliod, if not said, that iu that case 
we should not get any money from that 
source. Hence the necessity for this 
bill, tho exititence of which was, he 
considered, a proof that tno Opposi- 
tion had been just in their suspicious. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said it was the 
object of the Govei-nment to see the 
Canadian Miiiislry carry oat tho Terms, 
and he believed that tliey wouhl; but 
it was only riglit for tlioni to guard 
themselves on every side, and for this 
reason tho bill was brought ui. 

Mr. Smitbe was very glad if the 
Ministerial side of the House could 
congratulate thumoGlvcG; tv.id war, glad 
also to hea'r them admit practically 
that the Opposition had been right all 
tho time. The leader of the Govern- 
ment seemed now to think the money 
' coxild not be got from Canada ; hence 
the 'bill before the House authorizing 
thorn to borrow in tho London market 
or elsewhere. In the Goveriior's speech 
it was asserted that the arrangements 
for obtaining the money were made ; 
and now we tindtho Government seek- 
ing power to obtain it in some other 
way and place. He was afraid tho 
charges of tho hon. member for Nanai- 
mo Avore true, and that wo had bee n 
expected to pas« a bill to alter the 
Terms of Union as a condition of ob- 
taining the money, and the Opposition 

bad for'.^od tlii^ Goyerniiipiit fi'oiii niiilih 
to point unul tliey hatl practically 

killed tho bill, thereby rendering ne- 
cessary the measure now under consid- 
eration. 

Mr. Booth admitted that it was not 
probable now that we should get the 
money from Canada; and expressed 
himself as being sorry to be obuged to 
vote for the bill as a last resource, in 
th i event of the failure of the Canadian 
Bclieme. 

Mr. Humphreys said this bill was a 
practical udinissioii tliat th(: whole time 
of the House u]) to the present day had 
heea thrcvro awayj thei-e was no pre- 
vision in the bill stating what was to be 
done with the money named in it. Jin 
criticised the mission of Mr. DeCosnms 
to Canada, and saicl the whole thing 
nniouated to this: that tho People's 
money had been paid to enable him to 
sell the most valuable right we had 
obtained by union with Canada. The 
present bill admitted it. He intended 
to voto a^^ainst it; <and believed it 
would only involve the Piovinco in 
debt. The Govcrnmoiit h\{[ proposed, 
by opening the Terms, to destroy the 
only busia of credit we had, and then 
they brought down this bill to borrow 
money, well knowing that we could not- 
doit. ^"What was tlio only Icj^itiniato 
V iiiforenceV Why, that gentlemen op. 
posite thought more: of i-etaiuiug their 
seats than of the interests of tho coun- 
try ; aud the whole thing was discred- 
itable to those who introduced it. He 
believed it was to the interest of the 
country that its resources slu-fuld be 
husbanded, and not spent in making 
trails for glory. Ho would advise hon. 
gentlemen not to bo led away by a 
temporary majority, whose seats were 
far from being .iccnuo. If the Govern- 
ment had suLniittod at the conuneiico- 
inent of the session a bill to boi'row a 
large sum of money for aspeciiic work, 
he vrould have voted for it: but tho 
course they had adopted was one 
which was a bad example to any future 
OovcrnmenL, 

i\Ir. McCrcight Raid he Ijelieved it 
was adniittetl now by tlio Government 
that tho bill lately passed contained no 
useless saving clauses. It seemed, also, 
to 1)0 admitted that it would prevent us 
from getting the money. It would 
follow, hjgieally, thattiiere was reason 
to fear tiiat the Uj>i)ositi()ii had been 
right lie would hlie to know, in the 
event of tlio Canadian .Ministry after 
allpa.saingthe bUl,8aving clause andall, 
and paying tho money, was it still in- 
tended to borrow tho money mentioned 
in this Loan Act; if not. wiiy was there 
nothing in the bill to provout them 
doing so. Ho would vote against this 
bill. 

,Mr. Mara said thcie never had been 
a time when public works had been ,so 
necessary. Xhis bill was an admission 
on tlie part of the Government "that 

tlioy had been wrong. Ho coiisiderod 
tho Govermnnnt were not right in 
apouding bo much as Sl()5,000 on the 
Yale-Now "Wostminstor road ; but he 
would support tho bill. 



IVSrSeralin supposecl that the Gov- 
ernment intended to obtain the money 
to oarry on the public works until the 
money could be obtained from Canada. 
Mr. Kobiuson:wpul4;.oppo8e, if so, 
Afi, Walkem Boi4y^it. was. only intend- 
ed to employ the power granted in the 
event of tho mdiiey not being obtniued 
from Canada. 

Mr.McCroiglit proposed a clause, 
providing that the bill should have no 
elFeotif the fl.200,000 was paid ly 
Canada. He wished to make the bor- 
rowing of the money contemplated iu 
the bill now before the House entirely 
contingent on the non-payment of the 
moneys which it was proposed to take 
over lu the bill to alter the Terms. 

Mr..W»lkem objected to the clause 
and said Mr. McOreighl was consis- 
tent in his opposition. He had killed 
ono Bill and wanted to kill another. 
Ho accused him of wishing to prevent 
tho Government from undertaking 
any public works iu the country. He 
oontoudod that it was nocessniy to 
go into the money market with a 
clean sheet and that tho insertion of 
the clause would leave doubts on the 
part of capitalists. Ho said it was 
absurd to supposa that a Govern- 
ment would borrow the money for 
amusement and that doing so would 
lead to their being ousted on tho first 
opportunity. He complained that the 
Clause was an insult to the Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Booth supported the Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. BobsoD compared the case of 
the BUI authorizing tho obtaining of 
tho money fiom Canada by alter- 
ing tho terms and tlie present one, 
to the first aud second bill of e-xchauge 
and that it ought to follow that if the 
money was procured from the first 
the second it ought to be dropped. 
Tho assertion that the proposal to put 
iu a clause such aa Mr. McCreight pro- 
posed was no insult to the Govern- 
ment and was a mere i)iece of childish 
touclunees. Business is business and 
the house ought not to bo told any- 
thing of the kind. As to the opinion 
that it would damage tho chance of 
getting cho money from England; he 
thought tho reverse. 

Mr. McCroight said the complaint 
of this being insulting to tho govern- 
ment iJ^as the same sort of thing as the 
Saving Clause in the Terms Bill wrs 
insulting to Mr. 3Iackonzio. No 
business man was ever insulted by hav- 
ing things done in a business manner. 
Wo ought in borrowinjj to own to the 
lenders that we were at tho moment 
proposing to take over i?9o0,000 from 
Canada and tell them that tho loan we 
sought from them was conditional or 
on our not getting this money from 
that source. The idea of conoealiug 
this fact from the men we wish 
to borrow from was certainly more 
sharp than honest. 

Mr. BeavGiL said t.h« Gpyerument 
uia not lutena to borxow this money 

unless they failed in Canada; but he 

did not see the necessity of saying so 
in the Bill itself. 

Mr. Smithe thonglit that the clause was 
jiat-haps unneoe8!t»ry, bat while it could 
do no harm it might do good. He thought 
that the fact of the situations of the Gov- 
ornmeiit being at Btako if they did not 
ket'p their word -wm some Buaruateo of 
tlieir doing so. 

Mr. EoljHon said the government woie 
asking the Uon.so to enable thiit goveru- 
uiont to borrow double tho umuunt put 
down iu the EstioiiiteH, anil ho could not 
see why they opposed the insurlion of tlie 
required clauss, and tliut it would im- 
prove rather than damage tho credit ut 
the Province. 
Clause lost. 

Tlie 13ill was road a third time and 
paK.'icd, tliQ division being as follows: 

Ye\s — Holbiook, Booth, Duck, Jiarn- 
stoQ, Hugheti, Smitlio, Walkeiu, ijeuveu, 
Ask, Armstrong, Hunter, Smith, Todd 
and Semlin. 

Nays — McCreight, Tluinxdueys and Rob 
son. 

Mr. KobertBon was not present and Mr. 
Rob»on voted against the iiill on accoiiai 
of tho refusal of the Atturnoy-General to 
insert a clauao debarring the Government 
from borrowing tlio money in tlio ovuiU 
of the 81,'2U0,0U0 being obtained from Can 
adii. 

Mr. Wnlknm moved tho kocoiuI reading 
of tbe Water Works Debeiiturus Giiaraii- 
too Act 1874. (The substuneo of tliis Jiili 
will bo found in nnotlier colninii). Hu 
explained that the Government could not 
lose aaythiDg by the operation of the Bill 
because of extraordinary powers granted 
to tliem by tiie Act itnelf, and tliat the 
ilonso iniglu Hiifolj- piMn it. 

Jlr. MoCreight Kui.l that if the Corpo- 
ration failed to piiy tlii> interest tho gov- 
einiuent Kimi)ly advanced thf» nocessarv 
sum and thou issued a warrant to the 
Bbeii£fwho will take tl^e AsHeHymcntBoli, 
Htriko a rate and go round and collect tlie 
money, and if any 0110 di.es not p.ay, tlie 
Hhorilf emi .soli his good.s and the Govern- 
niunt could not bo In-oiight into dolit by- 
canse they had tho wli(.)Ie real estate of 
tho city to fall back uijon. 

The Bill was cumtuiltud after some dis- 
cussion, road a third time ana passed. 

Mr, Semlin rose to a question of privi- 
lege. In this morning's Colo.nist he \vii.> 
roproseiited tin having opposed tlio open- 
ing up of a road from Nicola VaPey fu 
lIo[>n ho had simply roail a letter from 
a gentleman iu which tho writer stated 
what he wished for his district; but be 
[ Mr. Semlin] had not opposed anything 
of tho kind. 
Mr. Smith made a similar complaint. 
Mr. ll()l)inB(jn followed suit. 
Mr Sinitliu also rosn to a (pinsfion of 
privilpgo. He complained that the iS7f//i-
